Frank Farrell, a tramp, who testi­ 
fied yesterday that he saw a woman 
thrust her hand through a 
pane 
of 
glass in the window of Dr. Carman’s 
office, and that he then heard a shot, 
continued his testimony today. 
Un­ 
der cross examination he described 
the woman's appearance. 
He said: 
•‘She was holding her left hand over 
her head, and made a move with her 
right hand. 
I think th at it was that 
hand which she thrust through 
the 
window. 
When I heard the shot, I 
started to run. 
I glanced back over 
my shoulder and saw the woman run­ 
ning away. Then I heard a sound like 
another shot. 
I was not sure it was 
a shot, ns I was too excited to tell.” 
Farrel was then excused. 
After his 
motion to dismiss the indictment had 
been denied, Defense Attorney Levy 
made the following statem ent: 
“Not only do we propose to show 
th at this defendant is innocent 
but 
will prove the murder was committed 
by a man whose identity we have been 
unable to establish. 
We 
will 
show 
th at the defendant was lying 
down 
when she heard the shot. 
She donned 
a kimono and slippers and went to 
the head of the stairs. 
She did not 
enter the doctor’s 
office. 
We 
will 
show that the defendant 
saw 
the 
backs of two women leaving her hus­ 
band’s office.”

ity of Germany, particularly Dan­ 
ish ports, was 
established 
here 
yesterday when a formal protest 
was made to the British embassy 
as to t,he Brindilla. 
T,he reason for the British deter­ 
mination already 
exemplified 
by 
the seizure of three American oil 
ships is the desire to prevent Ger­ 
many from getting fuel for her air 
craft, lier Zeppelins and aeroplanes. 
The British maintain that the ship­ 
ments of oil to Danish ports which 
have been already seized 
are 
in 
reality destined for merman points 
and will not therefore be permit­ 
ted to proceed. 
The British action goes further 
towards suggesting that the Danish 
government is not as strict as it 
should be in preserving its neutral­ 
ity. 
The ships seized by the British 
thus far are the Brindilla, held at 
Halifax pending the convening of 
a prize court; the John IX Rockefel­ 
ler, seized off the Orkney Islands, 
and the Platoria, seized 
off 
the 
north coast of Scotland. All ihese 
vessels belong to the Standard Oil 
Company and were carrying oil. 
British Ambassador Spring-Rice 
today transmitted

House a dispatch stating that Eng­ 
land had ordered the release of the 
Standard Oil tank steam er John 
IX Rockefeller, seized recently off 
the Orkney Islands.

BEHLIN, Oct. 22. 
The imperial gov­ 
ernment lias sent a formal protest to 
France and to neutral 
nations 
con­ 
cerning alleged violation of the rules 
of the Geneva convention by French 
frauctlreurs (sharpshooters) and reg­ 
ular troops. 
It is declared in this protest that 
“the French have killed or mutilated 
wounded German soldiers; that they 
have tired on ambulances filled with 
wounded and bearing Hie Bed Cross 
Hag; that they have invaded German

that they have fired on German doc­ 
tors who were gathering or attending 
to the wounded, killing some of these 
medical men and taking others cap­ 
tives, and that they have captured a 
German field clergyman whom they 
treated as a common criminal. 
“This protest is accompanied by fif­ 
teen affidavits from various German 
sources, physicians and Catholic field 
priests which support the allegations 
made therein ”

The total value of all farm crops 
was $153,111,013. 
Tile total value of 
tlie wine grape production was $15,-

000 in wine grape production, only 
$6,000,000 went to the growers of the 
grapes. 
The wineries made a profit 
of $9,000,000 off the grower’s crop. 


The wineries of the state number 
181. Tile United States reports show 
that of these, ;o are owned by corpo­ 
rations and i i i 
by 
individuals and 
firms. 
But the corporation w ineries 
produced 80 per cent of the w ine, 
which explains the grip in which the 
growers find them selves. 
The grow ­ 
er has all the profit squeezed out for

evidence of the wine grape growers. 


The State Commission on Horticul­ 
ture issued bulletins Vol. 2, Nos. 3

T. Sw’ett, a large vineyardist of Mar­ 
tinez, says:)

The actual cost of 
growing wine grapes in the interior 
on average land, including interest on 
the investment and taxes, is probably 
not less than $10 per ton. 
At $6 per

heavy loss.”

qualified for one reason or another, 
Captain Arthur S. Cowan, command­ 
ing officer of the First Aero Corps 
in charge of the competition, announc­ 
ed yesterday that it would not be held. 
Captain Cowan further stated that 
while the competition could not be 
held the army officers will take note 
of tests made by the various aero­ 
planes on the ground with a view to 
making recommendations to the gov 
ernment for the purchase of arrh> 
aeroplanes. 
He also stated that add! 
tionai aeroplanes would be bought b> 
the government. 
Although calling off the 
competi­ 
tion was a source 
of 
considerable 
financial loss and 
keen 
disappoint 
ment to some of the aviators, they 
took it gamely. Silas Christotferson, 
who was ruled out through being un­ 
able 
to 
get ,his 
machine 
on 
the 
grounds 
before 
midnight 
Tuesday 
night, as he had engine trouble in at­ 
tempting to fly down, says he will 
make a flight from Los Angeles to 
North Island Friday in his entry and 
try it out before the government of 
ficials. 
Glenn Curtiss and 
Glenn 
Martin, 
each of whom 
have 
had 
types 
of 
their machines accepted by the gov­ 
ernment, are naturally not so disap­ 
pointed over the calling off 
of 
the 
competition. 
Both toad entered mag­ 
nificent aeroplanes, which in finish far 
exceed 
the 
workmanship 
on 
the 
Schmitt machine. 
Although Glenn Martin, who was 
disqualified 
from 
the 
government 
asrial meet, will make the tests speci­ 
fied by the competition board at North 
Island this week, Martin

prints of his aeroplane were not in 
the office at Washington on time. 
Martin states that toe sent the blue 
prints October 14, as he had explain­ 
ed to officials at North Island that 
he was delayed in getting the motor 
from the factory, but that he was not 
informed until yesterday morning that 
he was disqualified for this reason.

his sleeves, spat upon his hands, seized his pencil and the following breezy 
account of the charms and dangers of abalone hunting is the result of his 
labors.]

Abalone season 
opened 
Mon­ 
day. 
Do not try and verify this 
statement by the game cards for 
they show an open season from 
TVIay I to January 31. 
The only 
things that mean open season on 
the South Coast are low tides and 
a calm sea, as no diving appara- 
- tus may he used and Monday was 
the first daylight low tide of tho 
season. 
This is the second season un­ 
der the new law protecting aba­ 
lones and the hunters should be 
able to gather the limit without 
much trouble. 
As a matter 
of 
fact abalones have never needed 
protection from any but the mar­ 
ket hunters. 
The fides are ample 
protection from those who gather 
tho shell fish for their own use. 
There is a general 
impression 
among those unfamiliar witli tile 
habits of the abalone that it is a 
cinch to gather the limit most any 
old time and on any 
ledge 
of 
rock along the coast. 
They have 
N never tried the game, 
It is true there are 
numerous 
“abalone 
grounds’’ 
along 
tho 
South Coast, but the truth is that 
there are far more places abso­ 
lutely barren of tho 
shell 
fish. 
Then, thor** are 
places 
whore 
only the black abalones live and 
the law prohibits tile taking 
of 
this species. 
To he 
successful 
one must know where to go and 
which places are the best for cer­ 
tain weather conditions. 
When you. are at 
the 
right 
place and tile tide is right all you 
have to do is 
wade 
out 
about 
waist deep, feel along the bottom, 
under the rocks and in the crev­ 
ices, until you find an 
abalone. 
Then, with a wagon spring you 
carry for the purpose pry Mr. 
Abalone from tile rock. 
Sounds 
very simple—but, suppose, while 
feeling under a rock, you get hold 
of a sea spider, a big crab or an 
eel? You cannot see where you ave 
putting your hand—you just take 
a chance and trust to luck, 
for 
you are gathering abalones and 
it is all in the game. 
The eel is the abalone hunter’s 
worst 
and 
most-feared 
enemy. 
His mouth is lined with rows of 


small needle-like teeth that will 
cut through the best of gloves. 
Then, there is the surf to con­ 
tend with. 
As a rule you 
are 
working in water where you can 
barely keep your nose 
out 
be­ 
tween breakers, 
lf you have an 
abalone partly loosened and a big 
breaker comes in, stay with the 
abalone and do a cute submarine 
act. 
If you turn loose of 
your 
game to dodge Hie combers von 
will simply get wet and get few 
abalones as the tide 
does 
not 
stay out long. 
If you wish to 
preserve 
the 
shells a wooden chisel should be 
used to remove the meats, tit us 
avoiding scratching or breaking. 
The meat of the abalone is con­ 
sidered a rare 
delicacy. 
It 
is 
very 
nourishing 
and 
may 
be 
served in steaks or chowders. 
I 
do not claim to bo a chef but you 
might try this recipe on your next 
abalones: 
Tie a halter around the abalone 
and lead it out hack of the barn. 
Then, when the ahalone’B back is 
turned, sneak up on it carefully 
and administer a well-placed kick 
upon tho south side of the beast's 
anatomy. 
This, if properly done, 
will have the effect of stunning 
the animal so that it 
may 
be 
chloroformed and put out of its 
misery in a human© way. 
Next, 
cut up your 
prey 
into 
steaks 
about an inch in thickness. 
F’old 
a steak in a cloth, place on some 
substantial 
object, 
anvil 
pre­ 
ferred, then pound with a ham­ 
mer, cleaver or other heavy tool 
until the steak lins become thor­ 
oughly 
softened. 
Commodore 
Beard’s 
expression 
may 
be 
clearer. 
He says, 
“Pound 
the 
abalone until it is completely ex­ 
hausted." 
After the meats have 
been given this 
delicate 
treat­ 
ment they are ready to cook as 
steaks or for use in chowders. 
[Note: 
There is a faint possi­ 
bility that Walker may not have 
been entirely serious when giving 
spine of the directions contained 
in the last paragraph. 
However, 
Walker is noted for his explicit­ 
ness, and epicures will not be far 
wrong if they obey his instruc­ 
tions.—Editor.]
